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Queft. . I Having been 4 Member of the late Eaft-India 


Company, formerly took an Oash to them as 
follows: 


« OU do fincerely Promite and Swear, that you 
2 will be Faithfull, and bear crue Allegiance to 
“ our Sovereign Lord the King’s Majefty, and to his Heirs 
“ and Succeffors, and that you will be Faithfull to the 
“ Governour, his Deputy, and Company of Merchants 
“ of London, Trading to the Eaft-Indies, in the Manage- 
“ ment of their Trade, the Secrets of the faid Company 
“ which fhall be given you in Charge to conceal, by 
“ the faid Governour or his Deputy, you will not dil- 
“clofe ; and during the prefent Joint-Stock ot this 
“ Company you will not Trade in any fuch Commodi- 
‘cy and Commodities whatfoever, to or from the Li- 
“< mits of the Companies Charter, beyond the Cape of 
“ Good Hope, which the Court of Committees have or 
“ fhall declare from time to time, that they door will 
“ referve the faid Joint-Stock exclufive to any others.

And their Charter being now adjudged Void by Adt of 
Parliament, for their making Default in Payment of the Tax 
charged on their Foint-Stock, at the time limited inthe {aid 
A&,Vind the Voidance thereof being admitted by the King’s 
Counjel learned in the Law, and alfo by thofe who act now as 
Governour, Deputy Governour, and Committees of the late 
Company, who are endeavouring to be reftor’d by 2 New In- 
corporation. 

I defire to know if I am not difcharged from the {aid Oath 
taken to the late Eaft-India Company ? and whether I may 
not Trade to or from the Eaft Indies as freely as any other 
Perfon, who never was 4 Member of the {aid Company, nor 
ever took any Oath to them ? 


An{w. The Oath taken to the late Exaft-India Com- 
pany, not to Trade during the Continuance of the Joinc- 
Stock, to or from the Limits of their Charter, in fuch 
Commodities as fhall from time to time be referved to 
the Joint-Stock, exclufive to all others, cannot have a 
longer force or Obligation than during the Continuance 
of that Body to which the Oath was taken, and to 
whom that Joint-Stock did belong, to whofe Continu- 
ance the Oath was limited. 

And the Oath being taken to the Ea/t-India Compa- 
ny, who were Incorporated by Charter from the Crown, 
if the Charter by which they were incorporated a Body 
is Void and Determined, the Company and the Joint: 
Stock of the Company, both which had their Creation 
and Subfiftence from that Charter, muft unavoidably 
ceafe to be, when the Charter is ceafed by which they 
were Created and did Subfift, fo that the very Founda- 
tion of the Obligation being ceated, the Obligation it 
felf can no longer continue. 

And therefore if the Charter of the Ea/t-India Com: 
pany be Ceafed and Determined, you are certainly Dif- 
charged from any Obligation arifing by the Oath taken 
to them, and may Trace to or from the Eaft-Indies as 
freely as if you had never been a Member of that Com- 
pany, or had never taken any Oathto them. - 


As the preceding Anfwer is Verbatim what a wor- 
thy Gentleman, and learned in the Law, has given, We 
think We can add no more to it, he having already 
Obferv'd all that may be faid upon the Subject, and to 
which we very readily Subfcribe, thinking the Cafe is 
very plain and eafie.

The Fable of Gerion and Cerberus with three Heads, 

was this: Gerion was of the City Tricari#ia, that is, of 
three Heads, and Cerberus of the fame place was one of 
his Doggs, which runving into a Cave upon purfuirc of 
his Mafter’s Oxen, Hercules per-force drew him out of 
that place, from whence the Conceits of thofe Dayes 
affirmed no lefs than that Hercules defcended into Hell 
and brought up Cerberus into the Habitation of the Liv- 
ing. 
pon the like grounds was raifed the Figment of Bri- 
areus, who dwelling in a City called Hecharonchiria, the 
Fancies of thofe times affigned him a hundred Hands. 
_ That Niobe Weeping over her Children was turned 
into a Stone, was nothing elfe but that during her Life 
fhe erected over their Sepulchres a Marble Tomb of her 
own: And many of this Nature. 

Pray your Thoughts upon his Definitions in his Treatife 
abovefaid, together with thefe Fables, and doubtle{s you will 
Oblige many who are too apt to run into Vulgar Errors ? 

Anfw. Much like the firft Story is that of Amphion and 
Letus, who drew Stones with their Harmony to the 
Building of Thebes, by which ( as is generally believ'd ) 
is only meant that their Mufick being new and taking 
the Thebanes agreed with ’em co carry Stones thither up- 
on Admittance of being their Auditors ; and fo of in- 
numerable more. Moftly We believe thefe Fiétions of 
the Poets were only intended as the Fables of JE /op, ha- 
ving an Honeft and Moral Defign at the Bottom, for the 
Encouragement of Virtue and Dilencouragement of Vice 
fuch ftrange kind of Stories often winning more upon 
the Judgment of Ordinary People than a Leétion of Ca- 
to, or an Harangue of Cicero hinnfelt : Look in: almoft 
any Dictionary, and you will meet with enough fuch 
Inftances.

The Stre{s of all che other Queftions lies in the 
lift ——- Whether that Perfon who took the Name of 
Sebytian fome years after he was thought to be dead, 
were the real King Sebaftian, or only an Impoftor, like 
our Perkin, or any of thofe litle Kings in the Reign of 
Henry the Vllth, A knot we confefs noteafily untid, it 
being much eafier to tell you what we think, chan what 
was the infallible Truth in this matter. However the pro- 
babilities are very ftrong on one fide, and that’s the Af- 
firmative ; for tho’ we can’t fay it amounts to a Demonftra- 
‘tion ; we think there are very many ftrange Circumftan. 
ces in the ftory, which we fee not how ‘tis poffible to 
Antwer, that this Perfon was the very King of Portugal. 
The firft is — that al] who ever faw him, and had krown 
him before, acknowledged him the fame Perfon, and that 
of a}] Ranks and Qualities, at leaft that he was fo like Don 
Sebajtian, that they could not diftinguith between ‘em ; 
but verily believ'd this was be. The tecond — his know- 
ing all, eventhe moft Minute Circumftances of that Kings 
Life, his Relasives, his moft Secret Ations, never being 
trapt in one thing which might betray an Impofture, which 
had chere"been any fuch, the cunning Spanzards cou’d not 
but have fmelt it out. Add to this, his admirably ftriét 
and mortify'd Life, chofen and continued in His Patience, His 
Hinnility, and Conftancy in all his Sufferings, being the 
fame in the Prifon and Galleys, and to the Jaft afirming 
himielf what we are aptco believe he was, at leaft, if 
thofe Relations bérrue which we have of him. After all, 
if the Spanizrds had not been Confcious there had been 
fomething more in’t than Impofture, why did they not pu- 
nife this unfortunate Perfon with fomething worfe than 
Imprifonment and Ignominy ? Either with tome corporal In- 
fidtion, or a publick Traitors Death?
